Squill is a standard rat poison which | 
does not have these hazards. How- 
ever, since Red Squill is produced in 
the Mediterranean, Region it is not 
now available. 

Since the City of Albany is  seri- 
ously threatentd by an increasing rat 
population, I attended the recent 
meeting of the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors’ Health Committee, 
hoping to obtain information — that 
might be of some aid in my com- 
munity, The points I have -men- 
tioned above were discussed, but it 
seemed to me that no immediate use- 
ful proposals were forthcoming, 


I therefore suggested that the vari- 
ous Boards of Supervisors of the 
San Francisco Bay Area request the 
Federal Government to establish a 
fund that would permit the payment 
of an attractive bounty for rats. Since 
it seems to be impossible to hire ro- 
dent control men due to the fact that 
the job in itself is rather unattractive 
and the salary so very low’ had 
in mind ‘that the single householder 
should take the responsibility in catch- 
ing rats—since it is of utter mport- 
ance to know Whether the caught rats 
are carriers of diseases, a payment 
of $2 or $3—per dead rat—would 
make it attractive enough that the 
householder would turn over the rats 
to the Government or State labora 
tories for examination of diseases. 

In my opinion public health is the 
most.important thing ‘of all. It 
should not be hard to convince the 
government to set up such a fund 
for payment of bounty; the figure 
of two or three dollars was just a 
suggestion but the actual amount 
would require, further consideration: 

The chairman of the San Fran- 
cisco Board of Supervisors’ Health 
Committee thought that my idea was
